Israeli firm says it

TEL AVIV (R) — An Israeli 
computer software firm says it 
has been invited to take part in a 
science and technology exhibition 
in Saudi Arabia, despite the offi- 
cial state of war between their 
countries. Carmel Programme 
Engineering, which designs anti- 
virus software, had received an 
invitation to the “Saudi Compu- 
ter 93” exhibition next February, 
spokesman Shlomo Pereiz said 
Friday. Mr. Feietz said the 14- 
year-old, Haifa-based company 
was the first Israeli firm invited to 
Saudi Arabia, winch participates 
in the. Arab League boycott of 
’ firms that have dealings with the 
Jewish state. Mr. Peretz said Car- 
mel had to seek Israeli govern- 
ment permission to exhibit in the 
Arab state.

Israel-Syria talks 
reach an impasse 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Israeli- Arab peace talks appeared 
to be stuck in a rut at the end of 
the thin} week of Middle East 
negotiations as Israel and Syria 
dashed over the f utur e of the 
Occupied Golan Heights. 

Syrian negotiators, angry' at 
Israel’s refusal to dfrenss with- 
drawal from the Golan Heights, 
stalked out nearly an hour before 
their normal session time on 
Thursday declaring the U.S.- 
brokered peace process was at an 
“impasse” and urging Washing- 
ton to step in to salvage the talks. 

Palestinian negotiators told a 
separate news conference they 
have little confidence their nego- 
tiations with Israel were going 
anywhere. 

Jordan said it had nothing new 
to report (see page 2). 

Accusing Israel of only “paying 
lip seririce to the peace process,” 
after his team stalked out of 
Thursday’s morning session, chief 
Syrian negotiator Mouwafaq AJ 
Allaf said: * 1 

“It is now evident that all the 
hopes aad expectations about a 
so-called change in Israeli policy 
concerning the quest for a just, 
comprehensive and lasting settle- 
ment to the Arab-Isradi conflict 
were mere illusions.” 

Israel sought to play down the 
differences between the two par- ' 
ties and chief negotiator with 
Syria Itamar Rabinovich said 
Damascus was “trying to stage a 
mini-crisis.”

But, acknowledging the talks 
were passing through a hard mo- 
ment, Mr. Rabinovich suggested 
having contacts with Syrian dele- 
gates over the weekend. 

“We were willing to devote 
efforts over the weekend in order 
to restore the negotiations on 
back/’ Mr. Rabinovich said. 

Only a day earlier, Mr. Allaf 
and Mr. Rabinovich said the talks 
, were going wdDI and that the two 
rides were preparing to discuss 
withdrawal from the strategic 
plateau. 

But Israeli Prime Mmister Yit- 
zhak Rabin ordered his team not 
to raise the territorial issue until 
Syria spelled .out its. plans for 
peace with the Jewish state. 

Syria is demanding full Israeli 
withdrawal from the Golan 
Heights, home to some 18,000 
Syrians, in exchange for peace' 
and common security arrange- 
ments along the border. . 

But Israel, which says it is 
wilting to withdraw only from 
parts of the Golan Heights, insists 
'Syria agree first to a full peace 
agreement with Israel, including 
exchange of ambassadors and 
open borders. Syria has not re- 
jected the Israeli demand. 

The Syrian-Israeti dash occur- 
red when Mr. Allaf demanded to 
start discussing Israeli withdrawal 
' from the Golan-Heights. 

Mr. Allaf said the Israeli ride 
informed him at the talks they 
were not ready to discuss any- 
thing about wi t hd r aw al before 


they bear from Syria on condi- 
tions for peace including norma- 
lisation of relations. 

Ifre Israeli-Syrian talks have 
overshadowed Israel’s separate 
negotiations with Jordan, Leba- 
•non and the Palestinians which 
are also cont in u in g in Washing- 
ton. 

Mr. Rabin, in his first response 
to the impasse, said there could 
be no talk of re t urnin g the Golan 
until Syria said what it meant by 
peace. 

“We same to the peace nego- 
tiations wanting to know first of 
all wfaat ltind of peace we are 
cfiscussmg with them. So long as 
they are not ready to clarify this 
definition... there is nothing to 
discuss on territorial matters,” 
Mr. Rabin told reoporters. 

Mr. Rabin said Israel wanted 
to know if Syria was ready for 
“full peace, open borders, di- 
plomatic relations, embassies, 
and secondly a peace that stands 
on its own two feet,” regardless 
of tte results of Israel's talks with 
the other Arab delegations. 

Asked about the impasse, Mr. 
Rabin said: “I suggest to wait a 
tittle and see. little by tittle.” 

Mr. Rabin, on bis return from 
Germany on Wednesday, said be 
believed Israel eonld achieve 
peace with Syria within six to 12

Israel conditionally accepts 
diaspora delegates in multilaterals

AMMAN — Tbe Israeli govern- 
ment has conditionally agreed to 
accept the participation of di- 
aspora Palestinians in tbe multi- 
lateral talks on refugees and the 
economy, a Palestinian official 
said Friday. 

However, the basic Israeli 
objection to members of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) and Palestinians from 
East Jerusalem from participating 
win remain in tact, said the mem- 
ber of tbe Palestinian steering 
committee for the multilateral 
talks. 

“The Israelis have two objec- 
tions as far as the multilaterals 
are concerned, die senior nego- 
tiator told the Jordan Times this 
weekend. “First they want ns to 
replace out chief negotiators on 
the refugee and economic com- 
mittees because they are Pales- 
tine National Council (PNC) 
members and secondly they don’t 
want ns to bring op the issue of 


the right of return.” ^ 

The current beads of tbe com- 
mittees on refugees and econo- 
mics, Dr. Elias Sanbar and Dr, 
Yousef Sayegh respectively, are 
members of tbe PNC, which the 
Israelis say is an arm of tbe PLO 
and should thus be banned from 
the negotiations. 

The “right of return,” as 
embraced by U.N. Resolution 
194 “should not be on the agen- 
da,” die Israelis have told Palesti- 
nian negotiators during informal 
meetings held in occupied Jeru- 
salem during the last two months, 
Palestinian negotiators say. 

“The whole issue of the agenda 
is silly because we don’t. even 
have an agenda yet,” the West 
Bank-based negotiator fold , the 
Jordan Times. 

Palestinian negotiators believe 
that the Israelis will eventually 
agree to let some Palestinians 
return into the part of Palestine 
that became Israel in 1948. 
“Those who will be allowed to 
return will be limited in number 


and the Israelis will not agree to 
this from day one- But eventually 
an agreement will be made on 
tins issue,” said the senior nego- 
tiator, who is also on' the refugee 
committee that is scheduled to 
hold its second round to talks tins 
November in Ottawa, Canada. 

According to the Palestinian 
negotiators. Dr. Sanbar, a Paris- 
based Palestinian intellectual, 
and Dr. Sayegh will continue to 
bead their respective committees 
despite Israel's threat to boycott 
the talks for the refugee and 
economics committee for the 
second time in a row. 

The Israelis, Syrians and 
Lebanese delegations failed to 
show up during the first round of 
multilateral talks on refugees and 
economic cooperation held in 
May. 

The Palestinian delegates say 
they believe that Israel is trying to 
win ‘points’ with the media by 
malting 'it seem as if “allowing

Germany expected to cut Interest 
rate to end European currency crisis 


PARIS (R) — Expectations 
mounted on financial markets 
Friday that Europe’s currency cri- 
sis would cahmaate in a fresh 
reshuffle of exchange rates 
accompanied by a deep cut in 
German interest rates. 

Speculation against vulnerable 
currencies remained intense, bnt- 
sorne stock and bond markets 
rose sharply as investors looked 
beyond the storm to calmer wa- 
ters. 

Iii Fiance, the central bank- 
battled furiously to hold the franc 
above its pmzt in the semi-fixed 
exchange rate mechanism 
(ERM), selling billions of marks 
and' letting short-term interest 
rates soar at one point above 20 
per cent. 

Such pressure, brought to a 
head by uncertainty over Sun- 
day’s French referendum ofr the 
Maastridrt-Treaty, appeared un- 
sustainable, as Britain learned 
.when it had fo cot loose the 
pound on Wednesday after a 
ferocious speculative onslaught. 

“Everybody knows tins isn’t 
going to last long,” said Guist- 
opber Potts, an economist with 
Basque Indosuez in Paris. 

The markets sense a “no” vote, 
or a weak “yes” vote showing 
weak French commitment to 


Europe, would send so modi 
money into the safe haven of the 
mark that a broad ERM realign- 
ment, paving the way for easier 
credit, would be inevitable. 

. But investors have lost so rnnch 
confidence in c ur r e nt exchange 
rates because of the recent tur- 
moil that jven a comfortable 
French majority for Maastricht 
'may not be enough to stave off 
pressure fm- a reshuffle. 

In either case the Bundesbank, 
Germany’s central bank, would 
be expected fo tackle the root 
cause of the current imbalances 
— the high interest rates that 
make the mark so attractive aad' 
cause such political and economic 
pain for Germany’s 'neighbours. 

Tims, although dm Bundes- 
bank ruled out a further cut in 
interest rates after Monday’s half- 
point reduction, the f u t ur es mar- 
kets now anticipate a. drop of a 
foil point by December. 

Many economists flunk the cat 
will have to come much sooner 
and British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Norman Lamont kept 
up the pressure on Frankfurt by 
saying that be would not put the 
pound bade into the ERM until 
Germany bad changed its ways. ’ 

Some economists paint a sce- 
nario similar to that of last Sun- 


day, when the Bundesbank 
agreed to cot rates in return for a 
seven per emit devaluation of the 
lira. 

While some ERM currencies 
Eke the peseta and escudo are 
widely tipped for devaluation, tbe 
crucial question is what would 
happen to the French franc. 

France’s success in maintaining 
the franc’s value against the mark 
since 1987, after half a dozen 
devaluations in the preceding 
years, hi a potent spabol of the 
Franco-German affiance which 
forms the backbone of the Euro- 
pean Community. 

“If the franc gets devalued, tbe 
EMS as we know it gets blown 
away. What’s at stake is absolute- 
ly enormous ” Mr. Potts said. 

The government is unlikely to 
hesitate to raise interest rates- 
sharply on Monday if necessary 
to defend the franc, but Mr. Potts 
said that even a jump of two to 
fbnr percentage points might not 
be enoogh to repel speculators. 

The Bundesbank sent a signal 
of support to France Friday when 
its deputy presklent, Hans Het- 
meyer, said the franc was more a 
.candidate for appreciation than 
depreciation.

Government cautions journalists 
against ‘illegal’ coverage of Nafeer case

AMMAN — The government, in 
a move that will virtually elimin- 
ate media coverage of tbe inves- 
tigation against two Lower Honse 
deputies, has warned newspaper 
editors that publishing stories 
could put them at risk of prosecu- 
tion. 

Tbe Ministry of Information 
said in a letter that it wanted to. 
draw editors* attention to a 1959 
criminal proceedings law which 
states that newspaper editors 
could be imprisoned for pub- 
lishing information which amid 
influence judges, witnesses 4 dr 
court staff entrusted with inves- 
tigation. 

According to. tbe law, editors 
could also be made accountable if 
they published information which 
could prevent anyone from giving 
information to the court or affect 
public opinion with a view to 
making’it favourable to one party 
or another in the case. 


The punishment, according to 
tins law, indudes imprisonment 
for no more than six months an d 
payment of a firm not exceeding 
JD 50. 

A senior government official, 
however, explained that while the 
, law makes it “extremely difficult" 
to cover the case, journalists can 
still report news and facts even 
though they have to consult more 
closely with their lawyers. 

Some Jordanian and Amman-' 
based foreign journalists under- 
stood this law to mean almost a 
blanket ban on reporti n g on the 
case, since “anything” that might 
be written on tbe issue might be* 
broadly considered to influence 
flic course of the investigation 
and triaL 

Ministry officials also con- 
tacted Amman-based journalists 
of foreign news organisations to 
inform them that the law also 
applied to them. 

“The Ministry of Information 
is drawing tike attention of editors 
and media people in Jordan to 


certain clauses in the law which 
regulates the public proceedings 
of cases under investigation,” In- 
formation Minister Mahmoud 
Sharif said in a statement quoted 
by Reuter news agency. 

Officials said the warning was 
prompted by recent stories which 
they decribed as unfairly pre- 
judging the outcome of the ex- 
pected trial. 

The warning also follows re- 
quests by the public Freedoms 
Committee of Jordan’s labour 
organisations that newspapers 
stop coverage of the proceedings. 

“ We, in the Public Freedom 
Committee, prompted by our 
conviction that every citizen has 
the right to a just and fair trial, 
without any outside influence, 
hereby call on our press to deal 
with tbe issues in question in a 
comprehensive manner, and not 
to make any prejudgements or 
assumptions before the court 
gives a verdict,” said tbe letter to

Arafat: 

Israel 

hampers 
peace talks 

TUNIS (Agencies) — Palestine 
liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat has ac- 
cused Israel of hampering the 
Middle East peace talks and 
appealed to Western diplomats to 
press the United States to inter- 
vene, diplomatic sources said Fri- 
day. 

The Palestinian news agency 
WAFA said Mr. Arafat reviewed 
the current round of talks in 
Washington in a meeting with the 
ambassadors or charge d’affaires 
of France, Britain. China, Rus- 
sia, Belgium. Portugal, Austria 
and Sweden. 

“Israel is attempting to hamper 
the peace talks and persists in 
ignoring the basics of the peace 
process as stressed in the ... tbe 
letter of invitation (for tbe con- 
ference) and in U.S. President 
George Bush's initiative,” Mr. 
Arafat is reported to have said. 

Diplomatic sources in Tunis 
said Mr. Arafat made it dear to 
die ambassadors he would like 
their countries to appeal to the 
United States to take action to 
overcome tbe obstacles to tbe 
peace process. 

The U.S. letters of assurances 
presented to the Palestinians and 
Mr. Bush’s initiative in March 
last year stressed the principle of 
exchanging land for peace under 
U-N. resolutions 242 and 338 
which call on Israel to withdraw 
from tbe occupied territories. 

Palestinian negotiators said 
Thursday they have little confi- 
dence their talks with Israel on a 
five-year period of self-rule in the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
were going anywhere. 

Two setrior'PLO officials were 
quoted Friday as saying die issue 
of Jerusalem was now the m"m 
obstacle to progress in tbe Middle 
East peace talks and required the 
intervention of Washington and 
Moscow. 

Bahrain’s daily A1 Ayam 
quoted Mahmoud Abbas and Na- 
bil Shaath as underlining in sepa- 
rate interviews that the co- 
sponsors of the peace conference, 
the United States and Russia, 
should present proposals to eli- 
minate this obstacle. 


Israeli

China vague on arms sales 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — 
Chinese Foreign Minister Qian 
Qichen made contradictory state- 
ments regarding Beijing’s policy 
on arms sales to tbe Middle East 
while visiting Israel this week, an 
Israeli government spokesman 
stud Friday. 

Mr. Qian told Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin Thursday that 
Beijing would, not sell weapons to 
Middle East countries, Mr 
Rabin’s office sajd in a communi- 
que after the meeting. 

But Mr. Rabin’s spokesman 
Gad Ben-Ari said the Chinese 
delegation spokesman later told 
Israeli reporters tbe Chinese in- 
terpreter had erred and China 
does not rule out arms sales to the 
Middle East. 

Chinese officials accompanying 
Mr. Qian on the three-day visit 


attributed the conflicting versions 
to an error in translation. Mr. 
Qian answered questions in 
Chinese but understands English. 

Israel has expressed concern 
over Chinese arms sales to the 
Middle East. Mr. Qian assured

Rafsanjani: Iran does not seek conflict 


NICOSIA (AP) — Iran’s Presi- 
dent Hashemi Rafsanjani said 
Friday that his country was not 
looking for a territorial con- 
frontation with Arab neighbours, 
Tehran Radio reported. 

But he added that Tehran 
would defend tbe sovereignty it 
has claimed over Abu Musa, a 
strategic Gulf island also claimed 
by the emirate ctf Sharjah. 

Mb-. Rafsanjani warned Gulf 
Arab states that the United States 
and the West were behind the 
dispute over Abu Musa, an island ‘ 
strategically located in tbe Strait 1 
of Hormuz, the only entrance to 
tbe ofl-rich Gulf. 

Last week, after months of 1 
dispute, Iran claimed sole 
sovereignty over the island, 
winch is inhabited both by Arab , 
and Iranian residents and is used 
as a rnffitary base by Iran to 
monitor traffic in and out of the 1 
Gulf. 

The United Arab Emirates. 
(UAE) — of which Sharjah is 


part — and its allies in the six- 
nation Gjplf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) have condemned the Ira- 
nian move. The Arab League 
also condemned it Monday. 

“Our policy is not confronta- 
tional,” said Mr. Rafsanjani, who 
was speaking in a sermon at 
Tehran University.

Street vendors banned 
from tbe capital 


AMMAN (Petra.) — Streets veo- 
-dore will be removed from all 
districts and streets of Amman 
and will be prohibited from sell- 
ing any merchandise near faooh , 1 
according to a deceaon taken by 
Amman Governor Issa Omari 
and announced Friday. 

The announcement said that 
street vendors will not be allowed 
to keep their goods on or near the 
-pavements, public gardens, pub- 
lic squares or under bridges. They 
wiH also be banned from spend- 
ing the nigjht or sleeping in the 
streets. 

The. governor also decided to 
assign special areas where work- 
ers looking for daily jobs in the 
capital can gather. Amman Muni- 
cipality wifi make sanitary ser- 
vices available at these areas. 

Private sector trucks and vehi- 
cles will also be restricted to 
certain parking areas in the capit- 


al, the announcement said, 
adding fort * special body wfll be 
created by .the nnmicipality to 
supervise these areas. 

Concerned authorities wfll take 
immediate action to euforce these 
derisions, the announcement

The meeting reviewed foe 
general conditions in the capital, - 
with special focus on tbe group- 
ings of workers, sheet vendors* 
and machinery and tracks in Am- 
rinan 'streets, public gardens and 
other places, tbe statement said. 

It said that the “random chao- 
tic conditions (in the capital) 
were harmful to public berth, the 
social .and .security stmtim, and 
impeding tbe flow of traffic.”

Iraq invites traders to its market 
but few seem willing to take the

AMMAN — An Iraqi Minister 
has calle d on Jordanian business- 
men to step directly into foe Iraqi 
market in the latest bid by Bagh- 
dad to break the impasse in the 
flow of foodstuffs- from Jordan, 
traders said Friday. 

The call was made daring a 
two-boor meeting Iraqi Trade 
Minister Mohammad Mehdi 
Saleh held with a group of 25 
Jordanian businessmen who were, 
also Md . that they had “nothing 
to fear” from the Iraqi crackdown 
on “unfair profiteering by Iraqi 
merchants,” one of foe partici- 
pants said. 

Mr. Saleh,, making an over- 
night stop in Amman on his way 
home from Tunisia where he 
-attended a meeting, said that 
"the Iraqi market was open for 
Jordanian businessmen and that 
they should increase their activi- 
ties there so that the Iraqi people 
get their basic daily needs,” said 
tbe p a rtic ipa nt, who p r efer red 
anonymity. 

“(The minister) said that only 
merchant^ who repeatedly 
violated gover nm ent directives 
and south to make massive profits 
by hiking prices were being 
punished,” said the participant, a 
leading im porte r of canned food- 
stuff. 

Mr. Saleh hinted that “relaxed 
rules and ’regulations” could be 
offered to Jordanian businessmen 



to facilitate their entry to the 
Iraqi market and “fill the vacuum 
left by foe suspension of activities 
by Iraqi traders,” be added. 

Jordan was Iraq’s main lifeline 
for foodstuff and medicine until 
late’Jnly when Baghdad launched 
a dhtekdown on merchants in a 
bid to control 
prices. At least 42 
chants accused of 
were executed. 

ThecxBcatioBs ■ backfired cm tbe 
‘ flow of goods from Iraq; Irqqi 
businessmen, who used to tray 
foodstuff and truck them to Iraq 
from tbe Kingdom’s free zones, 
immedi a te ly suspended their acti- 
vkies for fear for their lives. 

According to Jordanian 
b usin essmen, the daily volume of 
goods shipped across the border 
to Iraq has declined to 30 per cent 
of foe pre-execution levels. 

- “An average of 6,000 tonus of 
various hems were being shipped 
everyday before the executions,”* 
said a trader. “Now, the volume 
is less than 2,000 tonnes, and 
most buyers are acting on behalf 
of the Iraqi government.” 

During Friday’s meeting, 
which was attended by three rep- 
resentatives of tbe Jordanian 
Chamber of Commerce, tbe 
businessmen cited the instability 
and unpredictable fluctuations of 
the Iraqi dinar as another major 
reason mat was dissuading many 
from buying and trucking goods 
to Iraq. 

“No trader is willing to buy in 


Jordan applying an exchange rate 
of 24 Iraqi dinars to the dollar 
only to find that the rate applic- 
able in the Iraqi market is, 40 or 
45,” said tbe general manager of 
a prominent Jordanian company 
which. nsed to ship up to 300 
tonnes of foodstuff to Iraq every 


ttxally. it is a problem 
that tbe Iraqi government should 
solve,” be said. “Unless they 
adopt dear and concrete mea- 
sures to stabilise the dinar, no- 
body. would like to do business 
with Iraq,” he added. ‘This is 
what we told tbe Iraqi minister 
this morning.” 

Few of foe participants in the 
meeting appeared willing to take 
up foo minister's offer to open the 
Iraqi market for Jordanian trad- 
ers, the businessmen said. 

“Regardless of the assurances 
given by foe government, we do 
not feel comfortable about ven- 
turing into the Iraqi market,” 
said a wholsale grain dealer, in 
Amman. “After all, there is very 
little we can do if the government 
tomorrow orders a freeze in 
prices of some of our items and 
imposes a ceding below our cost 
price.” 

According to chamber of com- 
merce officials, almost all Jorda- 
nian traders preferred to sell their 
goods to Iraqi merchants at foe 
Kingdom’s free zones rather than 
getting into tbe Iraqi market 
themselves. 

A prominent Iraqi business- 


man who is believed to be using 
Iraqi government funds to pro- 
core foodstuff and medicine said 
that his country did not have 
“strategic reserves” of food and 
that unless the impasse in the 
flow of goods from Jordan was 
resolved soon, Iraqis “could face- 
serious difficulties and higher 
prices.” 

Mr. Saleh’s meeting in Amman 
was the latest Iraqi government 
effort to restore traders ’s confi- 
dence and reassure them that the 
executions were a one-time affair 
which would not be repeated. But 
Iraqi businessmen are lukewarm 
to the overtures. 

The meeting, held at foe Am- 
man Plaza hotel, only involved 
Jordanian foodstuff merchants at 
the request of the minister, the. 
sources told tbe Jordan Times. 

“It was dear that the minister 
was focusing ail his efforts on 
foodstuff supplies and did not 
raise any other point during tbe 
meeting,” said one source. 

According to diplomats, all of 
whom spoke on condition of- 
anonymity', die Iraqi government 
is now paying a flat charge of 
$100 for every track entering 
central Iraq from Kurdish- 
controlled territories in foe north 
carrying mostly Turkish products. 

“The money is actually col- 
lected by Kurdish rebel .groups 
which have set up chericpdinrs on 
the fringes of their territory,” 
said one source.

Businesses still feel 
the bite of sanctions 
against Baghdad

AMMAN — Two yean after the 
Gulf war and the enforcement of 
tbe eoononric embargo against' 
Baghdad, Jordanian businesses 
are still feeling foe fate of the loss 
of what once was their major 
export market. 

Before the crisis erupted in 
August 1990, Iraq absorbed 24 
per : cent . of. .Jordan’s exports. 
Now, only 9 per cent of Jordanian 
prodocts find.tfaear way into.that 
war-ravaged country. The loss 
amounted to millions, forcing 
some industries to dose down 
and others to dramatically slam 
their production. 

Eighty per cent of Aladdine 
industries* production of kerosine 
heaters, gas cookers, aluminum 
ladders and baby buggies, wal- 
kers and strollers were sold in 
Iraq before tbe war. Tbe closure 
of foe market meant an annual 
loss of $3 million for the com- 
pany, fencing it to lay off 50 
employees and reduce produc- 
tion, says its Managing Director • 
Kaip al Kaltish. 


Almost all pharmaceutical 
firms in Jordan had to halt their 
transactions with Iraq because of 
Baghdad’s inability to pay for its 
n eeds of medical supplies. 

Iraq wants to work out 
arrangement whereby payment 
for its porcfaaces will be made 
three years later “but, unfortu- 
nately, our fnamaal situation 
does not allow us to do that,” 
says Samer Darwazeh, dir ector 
general of A1 Hikmah Phar- 
maceuticals Company. 

He says Jordan’s annual medic- 
al exports to Iraq 1 fell from S30 
nriflion before the war to $14 
million. A1 Hflcmah’s own ex- 
ports to Iraq fell by 50 per cent, 
from $10 million to $5 million. 


The shipping business was also 
hurt by the U.N. imposed sanc- 
tions on Iraq. Though dripping 
activity at the port of Aqaba is 75 
per cent higher than it was at foe 
beginning of foe crisis in 1990, 
delays to Aqaba-bound shipping 
by U.N. inspectors in the Gulf 
are proving costly to Jordanian 
importers, according to Rudain 
Kawar of Rawar Stopping.

the enemy from within 

IRAN’S SPIRITUAL leader All Khamenei can 
revel in his conspiracy theory and accuse the West 
of being behind tbe controversy resulting from 
Iran’s formal annexation of Abu Musa Island in 
the Golf . His warning to Arab rulers in the Gulf to 
be “vigilant against these conspiracies and satanic 
provocations (of the West) and his advice to the 
Arabs to “distinguish their friends from their 
enemies” win not pass as exactly coming from a 
friend. Iran’s derision to annex the island and 
expel Arab nationals from it was certainly no 
gesture of friendship. The Arab League last week 
condemned the Iranian decision and Syria, prob- 
ably Iran’s best friend in the Arab campy was 
among those who denounced Iran’s aggression 
and said it “gravely endangers the region’s 
security and stability.” Iran cannot really be 
hoping for a role in the Arab Gulfs regional 
security if it went on annexing territory and 
coveting other Arab territory. If Iran wants ns to 
believe that this is a satanic Western conspiracy it 
should first rescind its decision and show good 
neighbourly intentions towards the Arabs in order 
for us to consider her as a friend and fellow 
brotherly Muslim country. Tehran should stop all 
meddling in internal Iraqi affairs and stop arming 
Iraqi Shiites in the south and fuelling separatist 
rebellion. 

No matter what ibitentioriis Iran has for Abu 
Musa and notwithstanding ita security concerns, 
our big- neighbour n&ds tb^ demonstrate some 
measure of goodwill towards snmHw Arab coun- 
tries and the Arab World as a whole. One such, 
measure could be to take the dispute to the 
International Court of Justice. By doing so Iran 
would show a measure of respect for international 
legitimacy and for its neighbours to the south and 
west. Some countries in the Western Hemisphere 
would probably be delighted to see new divisions 
arise within Arab and Muslim ranks, dearly such 
divisions make the West’s quest for preserving its 
interests in the region all the much easier. But it is 
up to us, Arabs and Iranians to deprive the West 
jot that opportunity. The West is not responsible 
• for tbe conflict between Iran and tbe United Arab 
Emirates. At least we do not think so. We believe 
!r Iran is the culprit in this particular case. As such 
it is op to Iran to heed the Arab call for rationality 
and a peaceful settlement of the dispute.

Tbe paper' 
urged the Arab parties involved in tbe Was h i n gton and their 
countries* joint stand vis-a-vis a peace settlement to the whole 
Middle East' crisis. 

A COLUMNIST in A1 Ra’i Arabic daily pointed out to the 
non-ending water distribution problem in tbe Amman Govemo- 
rate and said that no one is satisfied with toe work of toe water, 
authority.

For poor South it’s time for a break

Samir Amin has made a considerable contribution to Marxist 
economic thinking since .1956 in such books as “ImpcriaHsm and 
Unequal Development" and u Neo-Colonialism in West Africa. " 
His work highlights what he calls the "potorismg" dimension of 
capitalism. In his view , , tbe worid economic system can be broken 
down into two pates, with a developed “centre" appropriating the 
resources df many “peripheries. ” .He argues that under- 
development arises not from the backwardness of poor countries 
but from constant transfers between the centre and tbe peripher- 
ies. He believes that tire salvation of the Third World lies in 
“ disconnection that is tosaya self-contained form ofdevdop>- 
ment in which the peripheries free themselves from theh ties with 
the capitalist North. Cairo-born Amin, advised General Nasser 
Km planning in 1957 and the heads of several African states 
following their independence. 


What, in your view, were the 
lasting taa&ur changes brought ab- 
out by toe discovery of America 
five o a nlui te a ago? 

October 1492 marked the birth 
of the modern worid and dm 
appearance of the phrase “for 
better or for worse.” Before that 
turning. point m history, it was 
power that procured wealth. Af- 
ter it, the accumulation of wealth 
became a source of power. 

At about that time two impor- 
tant phenomena occurred simul- 
taneously. Tbe first was capital-* 
ism in its “prehistoric” form, in 
other words mercantilism, which 
placed a very dear emphasis on 
’rationality. There occurred an 
ideological and cultural break 
which Europeans called toe Re- 
naissance. It was a way of de- 
nying the feudal period and wel- 
coming a form of rediscovered 
antiquity. 

Tbe second phenomenon was. 
die beginning of the conquest of 
the worid. Europeans realised for 
the first time they could establish 
their domination. But h is impor- 
tant to keep in mind that toeir 
technological superiority was the 
result, not the cause, of that 
conquest. It wasn't until the in- 
dustrial revolution that the West 
enjoyed decisive material super- 
iority. ‘ 

Over toe last five centuries, the 
only phenomenon observable in 
linear fashion has been polarisa- 
tion. I refer to the ever-widening 
gulfs between tbe societies that 
make up the modern worid. They- 
are gulfs that cannot be compared 
with those that existed in the 
past. 

In the 19th century in took 
Germany 30 years or so to catch 
up and overtake Britain and 
France. How- long will it take 
Brazil to catch op with the United 
States, in view of its extopaH* 
constraints, which are much more 
of a burden than they were a 
century ago? 

How do you expla i n capital: 
ism’s propensity to increase ine- 
qualities? 

The cause of polarisation is 
straightforward: capitalism as a 
world system doesn’t function on 
the basis of a truly worldwide 
labour market. Despite the ex- 
istence of immigration, there is 
no possible comparison between 
movements of workers and the 
extraordinary mobility of capital 
and goods. 

As a 1 Marxist, do yoa condemn 
capitalism out of hand? 

No. Capitalism has had two 
major positive effects. It has en- 


abled productive power to grow 
massively (though that is also its 
flaw — ecologists are drawing 
attention to the destructiveness of 
exponential growth). And it has 
contributed to the secularisation 
of societies and the emergence of 
bourgeois democracy. 

' This last aspect needs to be- 
explained. Capitalism is founded 
on mercantile alienation. It pre-' 
supposes an ideology that regards 
increased productive power as 
playing the rote once played by 
God. Earlier societies were gov- 
erned by a divine or mctaphyacal 
structure such as Hellenism or 
fonfm-i^n t W 1 - 

Capitalism broke with all that. 
To progress,. it was no longer 
enough to apply the eternal laws 
of God. Other forms of organisa- 
tion had to be invented. The 
result of that was bourgeois 
democracy. 

It hasn’t done as badly as aD 
that, when yon look at the recent 
collapse of Eastern Earopc’s 
“people’s democracies” or the 
implosion of tbe former Soviet 
Union. 

The Russian Revolution of 
1917 was faced with a contradic- 
tory task in a backward country: 
it had not only to catch up indus- 
trially and militarily, but to create 
“something else,” a socialist soci- 
ety. 

From 1930 on, die aim of 
catching up took priority, while 
die ambition of creating “some- 
thing else” became a hollow and 
misleading catchphrase. The 
Soviet system had nothing to do 
ith socialism. What collapsed last 
rear was a form of capitalism, 
lire Soviet Union had engen- 
dered te s own bourgeoisie, which, 
like auboutgeoHies » aspired to 
wealto~timmgh owner sh ip of the 
means of production*-..*.... 

Today, eastern Europe is dear- 
ly in a state of complete disar- 
ray, and its democracies are ex- 
traordinarily vulnerable. Mr. 
Yeltsin’s models are Pinochet’s 
Chile or South Korea. Tbe pre- 
sent regimes there could turn out 
to be a transition between dicta- 
torships and other forms of auto- 
cracy. 

Of the three pflhn on which 
the postwar world was founded, tt 
was, yon ray, “Sovietism”- 
which coiap s fd in the most spec-' 
hr fashion. But 
has aim bad ifsaps and downs, 
with the cad of what yen caO 
“Western Fordism.” 

Fordism was a social compact 
between capital and labour winch 
had been m operation since tbe 
Worid War n. It operated in a 


doubly favourable environment, 
where toe existence of national 
productive systems — one could 
still talk of a French, a British or 
a German industry — was match- 
ed by toe existence of substantial 
lettering forces. . 

Fordism collapsed when 
national productive systems were 
swept away by toe globalisation 
of toe economy and of production 
lines scattered all over the worid. 

finely post-M aa s tri c h t Europe 
could be regarded as tbe pre- 
totype of 'just such a superstate? 

No, because Europe suffers 
from its narrow initial vision, that 
of a common market. Ten years 
ago I had hopes that tire left wing 
forces of Europe would take the 
initiative of implementing a com- 
mon policy that would improve 
social legislation in tire various 
EC countries. 

Tbe opposite has happened. 
Europe will continue to be nm by 
technocrats. That is why I’m 
against the idea of a single cur- 
rency, for it will be an absolute 
and undemocratic constraint. The 
Bundesbank will dean up! Ger- 
man , expansionism is on toe 
march, and toe Germans couldn’t 
care less about Europe. They 
have room to grow towards the 
east, which they regard as their 
Latin America. What were 
needed were political forces orga- 
nised at European level and a 
true democracy that went further 

than the Strasbourg parliament. 

\ 

Even so, s ur et y Europe has 
benefited from toe tad of the cold 
war? 

Less so than the United States, 
winch has reestablished its mili- 
tary hegemony. For years peo- 
ple told ns tire cold war carried 
within it a tremendous danger of 
conflict. In my view, there was no 
real danger, just const a nt black- 
mail by the two superpowers. 

What was very real was milit- 
ary bipolarity: arms were the only 


field in which the Soviet Union 
had in fact gone some way to- 
wards catchmg up. We’re now 
back in a situation like that of 
1944, when the United States had 
a monopoly of atomic weapons. 
At that time, they used them. I ' 
believe the risk of such weapons 
now being used to settle even the 
smallest conflicts has increased 
enormously. 

Has Europe realty say chance 
of existing in the face of American 
“hegemony”? 

I don’t think so. There warf one 
man I admixed in Europe, despite 
his rigbtwmg learnings, and that 
was General de Gaulle. He was 
the only postwar leader who real- 
ised after 1945 that Britain had 
made what was probably an irrev- 
ersible historic decision — that of 
aligning itself unconditionally 
with the United States. 

He was also the only person 
who understood the nature of the 
American nightmare. He talked 
of a Europe stretdnng ‘‘from tire 
Atlantic to the Urals”, which 
would include the Soviet Union, 
so as to put Franco-German rela- 
tions on a more balanced footing. 
If Eurasia had seen the tight of 
day, toe United- States’s bid for 
hegemony wonld have been 
pointless. 

In your work on the “centre” 
and the “per iph ery,” you have 
always stressed tire role of the 
North-Sooth rfimmrfnn h the fm- 
pove r faharent qf the less-favoured 
nations. It’s almost as though tt, 
were an inevitable process. 

If a World Bank expert had 
bear around during tbe precapi- 
talist era, be would have hailed as 
a miracle what was happening in 
Brazil’s Nordeste, toe south of 
the United States, Santo 
Domingo, and Haiti. They en- 
joyed fabulous growth cates, 
based on mercantilism and ilav- 
ery. Brazil’s foreign trade was* 
three times greater than Eng- 
land’s: 


Those countries and regions 
have been robbed of toeir func- 
tion in the modem capitalist 
worid- Hie nod-industrialised 
Third World is the theatre of 
regression. That was the -subject 
of my toests.in 1956, and it still 
hokis true today: toere.can be no 
such thing as catching up. 

Capitalism, as a polarising sys- 
tem, creates second-class areas. 
Some countries on the periphery 
have become industrialised. But 
their decisfcnHnaking is remote- 
controlled by tbe centre or cen- 
tres through technologies, capital 
markets, means of information 
and so on. 

But those are all factors of 

development, aren’t they? 

One has to be dear about what 
one means by development, a 
value-laden notion that refers to 
some planned society of the fb- 
ture. There’s much more in- 
volved in development than the 
mere spontaneous effect of 
booming capitalism. What is 
actually happening today is that 
capi talism is expanding. 

At tire 1955 Bandung Confer-, 
cnee in Indonesia, tbe countries 
of toe South had hopes of candl- 
ing up without trying to introduce 
a new form of society. They were 
interested in catching up in a 
context of interdependence , with- 
in the framework of economic 
globalisation. They didn't neces- 
sarily want to dash with the 
countries of the North, which 
were In a dominant position. 
They thought that once they had 
gained political independence 
their countries’ internal condi- 
tions would enable them to 
. accelerate tbe process of catching 
up. 

Bandung spawned two types of 
regime. On one side there were 
farieft governments like Algeria, 
Iraq, and Egypt, which were radi- 
cally nationalistic, not very demo- 
cratic, brutal, and founded on 
state ownership; and on tire other 
there were far-right neo-colooial 





regimes like Ivory Coast and 
Kenya, which believed that toe 
only way to take off economically 
was to open up their frontiers to 
worid capitalism more extensive- 
ly. In neither case were proc- 
laimed objectives achieved. 

But history marches on. The 
movement has run out of steam. 
Although the Third Worid has 
begun to industrialise (at varying 
rates), several evils have made 
their appearance: slower growth, 
increased social inequalities, un- 
t raaun eled urbanisation, declin- 
ing rural areas, and mounting 
foreign debts. The Bandung aim 
of catching up through inter- 
dependence was attempting the 
impossible. The only way the 
South can survive is through dis- 
connection. 

Do you mean a return to autar- 
ky? 

Not exactly. In poor countries, 
a form of development that meets 
toe material needs of every social 
stratum has proved impossible 
within the capitalist framework. 
.Disconnection is not just an easy 
way-out, but a decision involving 
a principle, that of disconnecting 
the criteria of rationality from the 
internal economic decisions of 
those who run the world system. 

The non-aligned countries 
proposed this new international 
economic order in 1975. It was 
aimed at revising the. rules of 
interdependence and creating an 
area of autonomy that would 
have allowed the spirit of Ban- 
dung to live on. The North said 
no. 

The time had come for the 
Worid Bank to implement its 
structural adjustment policies. 
Certain countries in Latin Amer- 
ica, South East Asia, and toe 
Middle East have been able to 
start industrialising. Many others 

— certain regions of India, the 
Antilles, Central Afherica, ' and 
the whole of black Africa — are 
being marginalised. 

Many of the countries you men- 
tion are experiencing a population 

explosion. Isn’t that a peril foe, 
development? 

I don’t like tbe word “peril,” 
which the Europeans invented to 
describe tthe population increase 
: ip Asa. Tbe West now fears the 
population of the Third Worid. 
But toe Europeans, too, had their 

- owir‘ “population revolution:” 
Between 1700 and 1900, their 
proportion of the world popula- 
tion rose from 20 to 40 per cent. 
That enabled them to “colonise” 
whole continents like ' America 
and Australia. Tbe Third Worid 
can’t look forward to anything 
like that. 

You refine to be labelled a 
“TMrd-Wortdfet.” Is It became 
that school of thought has 
apparently run oat of steam in tbe 
last few years? 

The Third- Wo ridist discourse 
has vanished from media debate, 
but that doesn’t mean it’s dead. 
It’s toe people of toe West who 
have exhausted their ideas of 
development. As for me. I'm not 
so much a Third- Wo ridist as a 
“woridist” — Le Monde.

ABOARD THE USS RANGER 
(Agencies) — The U.S. air force 
general commanding reconnaiss- 
ance flights over southern Iraq 
said Friday that Iraqi troops 
appear spread out and trying to 
avoid detection.

The government was mostly 
rattled about a series of columns 
in daily newspapers prejudging 
the outcome of the case based on 
speculation and not facts, officials 
and observers told the Jordan 
Times. 

But despite the government’s 
apparent sensitivity towards a 
public discussion of the case, the 
senior government official said 
that it cannot ban newspapers 
from reporting on the case, espe- 
cially if the reports carried veri- 
fied facts and were not based on 
speculation. 

"Newspapers have to consult 
their lawyers since the govern- 
ment cannot do more than apply 
the law,” the official, who asked 
for anonymity, told the Jordan 
Times. 

But he conceded that the gov- 
ernment was initially unsettled by 
'the "wild treatment of the sub- 
ject,” and had asked the news- 
papers to slide to the facts. 

“We (in Jordan) do not realty 
have a tradition to follow in these 
cases, the official said, adding; 
that a general guideline could be 
to maintain a balance between 
the interests of the parties to a 
co ur t case, the prosecution and 
defeiKiai]t&, by reporting the facts 
and avoiding speculation. Then 
“there realty should be no prob- 
lem,” said the official. 

The information minister in his 
letter to the editors, quoted arti- 
cles from the 1959 courts law and 

not from the Press and Pubtica- 
tions Law which might be ex- 
pected to govern this kind of case ' 
and its coverage in the press- 
ure senior officials who spoke 
to the Jordan Times said be 
understood the dfemma of the 
newspapers became they are- 
working in the absence of a new' 
Pies and Publications Law. The 
old Pres and Publications Law 
has been suspended by recent 
successive governments since it is 
widely agreed that it is not exactly 
d em ocr at ic. The new law was i 
being debated by Parliament in 
its extraordinary summer session.

East Jerusalem and PLO mem- 
bers were specifically excluded at 
thp request of Israel, on the 
grounds that Jerusalem is “non- 
negotiabte Israeli territory” and 
that the PLO, despite its official 
recognition of Israel, is bent on 
the destruction of the Zionist 
state. 

"Israel is agreeing to some- 
thing already agreed upon by the 
co-Bponsors last February,” 
pointed out a member of toe 
Palestinian steering co m mittee 
for the multilaterals. 

According to the negotiators, 
the Israelis are worried about the 
application of Resolution 194, 
which dearly gives the refugees a 
choice between compen sa tion or 
return. 

“The Israelis are saying that it 
could also be interpreted to mean 
that it is up to Israel if the 
refugees get compensated or are 
allowed to return,” said the nego- .

U.S. partially halts Somali 
airlift after bullet hits plane 


NAIROBI (Agencies) — The 
United States Friday temporarily 
suspended its airlift of food to the 
western Somali town of Belet 
Huen after one of its caigo planes „ 
was struck by a bullet. 

The Americans did sot know 
the source of the bullet that 
struck their C-130, but said it hit 
tire airplane’s right rear near the 
tail at about 8 a.m. (0500 GMT). 

None of the six flight crew 
members, six ground crew and 
three Red Gross workers who 
travelled to Belet Hoen on the 
plane was injured, said spokes- 
man Marine Warrant Officer 
Hartman Slate. 

He said there was no a p p arent 
gunbattle on or near the airstrip, 
bat that tire security situation on 
tire ground de te riorated as tire 
plane was being unloaded 

“The crew "reported seeing a lot 
of people, a lot of guns, a lot of 
chaos,” Officer Slate said by tele- 
phone from Kenya’s coastal city 
of Mombasa, the base of tire U.S.

Jahangir to make comeback in S. Africa ‘ 

LONDON (R) — Jahangir Khan has warned opponents not to 
write him off when he makes his comeback after a long injury 
layoff at next week’s World Squash Open in Johannesburg. The 
2&-year-oLd Pakistani, who recorded the last of his six world tide 
victories in 1988, has been away from the circuit virtually all year 
since s u f ferin g a back injury. His only tournament appearance 
was in the Spanish Open in Madrid in March and that lasted just 
one game before be was forced to withdraw because of the injury 
in his first round match. The Open begins Monday, September 
21. Jahangir has slumped from top place to number five, his 
lowest ranking in 12 years, while bis qompatriot and great rival 
Jansber Khan has dominated the circuit. But now Ja h a ngi r 
p rono un ces himself fully fit He has been playing in a series of 
exhibition matches in South Africa and says: “I think I mil 
surprise the people who have written me off. I am fix and 
confident and perhaps the rest has done me good.” And his rivals 
will recall that once before toe Pakistani made the doubters eat 
their words. He was away from the circuit for five months after 
suffering extreme mental and physical exhaustion in 1989, but 
then returned to such good effect that he regained Us top ranking, 
won a record 10th British Open and readied the World Open 
finaL The withdrawal through injury of third seed Chris Robert- 
son from Brisbane has lifted the Pakistani to fourth seed and eases 
his path to the semifinals. But then comes the prospect of a dash 
with top seed Jansber and the real test of whether Jahangir can 
return to the forefront of the sport. 

Budd, Decker to meet in mile race 

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — Mary Decker-Slaney of the United 
States mil race South Africa's Zola Budd-Pieterse Oct. 16 in die 
Sydney MBe, the first meeting between the two in a major 
international event since tire 1984 Olympics. In the 3,000 metres 
at Los Angeles, Decker-Slaney, the gold medal favorite, fell to 
die ground after colliding with the bare-footed Budd-Pieterse in 
the most sensational incident of the games.

The* 
race, offering total prize money of 573,000 and sponsored by Diet 
Coke, is run down George Street, Sydney’s main thoroughfare, to 
the circular quay area of the dty.

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — Ira- 
nian OH Minister Ghobranaa 
Aqazadeh has said his nation will 
go it alone in the bfl market, 
letting production rise with mar- 
ket demand, Tehran Radio re- 
ported Friday. 

Hie Iranian decision followed 
Ecuador's announcement it was 
quitting the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), the first co un try ever to 
dd> so. 

Combined, the two decisions 
by Ecuador and ban put the 
decades-old international oil 
group under severe strain. 

The radio statement, moni- 
tored by the British Petroleum 
Corp., quoted Mr. Aqazadeh as 
saying ms nation rejected die 
OPEC deal agreed the day before 
in Geneva aim would regulate its 
production according to the mar- 
ket. 

In a later section of monitored 
broadcast, the radio said Mr. 
Aqazadeh made the comments at 
a news con fere nce in Geneva 
Thursday night. 

At the news conference, 
attended by journalists from the 
Associated Press and other major 
news organisations, Mr. 
Aqazadeh told reporters that Iran 
did not intend to flood the market 
with oiL 

Tehran radio did not report 
that statement, an important one 
because it qualified his announce- 
ment that Iran would raise pro- 
duction to accord with demand. 

Without the qualifier, the re- 
pot oaptied Ins might rue production 
levels to whatever the market 
requires, dealing a severe blow to 
OPEC's efforts to maintain 
steady prices. 

It was not dear whether this 
was a deliberate or an inadvertent 
omission by Tehran radio. 

Iran has recently raised its pro- 
duction capacity and thus is tech- 
nically capable of raising its out- 
put. 

The OPEC ministers .had 
hoped that Thursday’s. {accord 
would posfaprices.iip.a.daliar or 
two a barrel by year’s end. 
j «Ab OPEC mater was 519.64 a 
'barrel earlier tins year. Accord- 
ing to OPEC’s calculations, infla- 
tion and the tumbling dollar have 
snipped about S3 a barrel off the 
recent value of ofl. Oil is priced in 
dollars. 

The final accord made no men- 
tion of an oil output ceiling. 
Instead, it said the group decided 
“the market share” for the fourth 
quarter of the year would be 24.2 
million barrels a day. 

Setting a firm cefling apparent- 
ly would have forced the minis- 
ters to tfiwy up the production 
among the nations. Such a discus- 
sion would no doubt have 
sparked a fight between rivals 
Saudi Arabia and Iran over which 
country should get what. 


Rome stakes all on austerity budget 


ROME (R) — Italy’s Prime 
Minister Giufiano Amato un- 
veiled a 93 trillion tire ($75 bil- 
lion) austerity package on Thurs- 
day and sod the government’s 
fete depended on it 

The roughly equal mix of 
spending cuts and new taxes for 
1993 is aimed at renting in Italy’s 
huge budget deficit and restoring 
faith in the badly braised lira. 

“Tbe gover nme nt's life de- 
pends on tins budget,” he told 
reporters. “On it hangs the recov- 
ery of credibility in our currency 
which I expect in the next few 
days.” 

The remark was a dear wain-, 
mg to lawmakers not to tamper 


with the package when it begins 
its long passage through partia- 
meat next month, analysts said. 

The 1993 finance bill is aimed 
at m»W"g inroads into the huge 
budget deficit which has played 
an important - port m dragging 
down the Era. 

“We have been living beyond 
our means for 20 years,” said 
Budget Minister Franco Revigfio. 
“For the first time we are really 
attacking the cause of the de- 
ficit" 

The package cuts spending in 
areas of health, social services 
and pobtic wages, keeping the 
overan net expenditure level next 
year down to that of 1992: 


New taxes include a l evy on 
companies’ assets and luxury 
items to accompany one-off in- 
come tax supplements, real- 
estate tariffs and a dampdown on 
evasion already announced. 

Mr. Amato said the budget 
deficit next year wQl fall slightly 
to 140 trillion lire ($113 million) 
■from the expected 150 trillion 
($121 million) in 1992.

New cigarette company

AMMAN — Realising that Jordanian cigarettes 
have failed to quench smokers’ thirst for the 
“right nicotine”, two institutions have ignited 
solutions to solve a package of problems. 

The fust solution was adopted by Jordanian 
customs officers by cracking down on unautho- 
rised imports of foreign cigarettes and the illegal 
routes some smokers take to “come to Mari boro 
country.” 

The second solution was brought forward by 
the newly-established International Tobacco and 
Cigarette Company (TFCC) which aims to per- 
suade Jordanian smokers in a more gentle way to 
snuff foreign cigarettes by simply potting better 
quality products on the market. 

ITCC general manager Talat Marie told the 
Jordan Times die company plans to start produc- 
tion early next year and that In the first year of 
operation only foreign tobacco wfli be used to 
introduce two new types of cigarettes. 

Mr. Marie said the two brands have not yet 
been named but one of them would be American 
blend (like Marlboro) and the other British blend 
(like Rothmans). He added that ITCC would 
continue to manufacture “the foreign tobacco” 
cigarettes indefinitely and that new brands con- 
taining a certain percentage of local tobacco 
would be Launched by the end of 1993 or early 
1994. 

Mr. Marie revealed that the local tobacco 
would undergo several stages of “improvement 
processing'* before it is mixed with a certain 
percentage of foreign tobacco to ensure a better 
quality and a higher standard for Jordanian 
cigarettes. 

The ITCC general manager explained that the 
government does not impose a fixed percentage 
of local tobacco content or interfere in the 
production process erf cigarettes, except to mea- 
sure the local input for production doty. 

Noting that Jordanian tobacco growers receive 
government subsidy and local tobacco has no 
customs, Mr. Marie said that the more local 
tobacco is used in cigarettes the less costly they 
are. Therefore, the government earns less re- 
venue. 

He elaborated that, due to high customs, rang- 


ing between JD 0.550 and JD 0.650 on each ID 
worth of foreign tobacco, local cigarettes now'* 
contain a considerable level of local tobacco,' 
grown on approximately 29,000 dunums of lan£ 

Mr. Marie declined to speedy the percentage of - 
local tobacco that ITCC would be using because* 
the input would first be treated for “quality, 
improvement” and, secondly, because each brand 
would then be subject to competition and price-' 
considerations. He pointed out that government; 
fees, taxes, customs, duties and various other- 
financial charges eat up about 85 per cent of life 
sale price of a pack of cigarettes. 

ITCC, which was launched June 7. 1992 by 55, 
founding members, groups Mr. Marie and some_ 
relatives along with Bank of Jordan and a number, 
of its shareholder as main investors for a total o£ 
JD 3,750,000 or 75 per cent of the registered 
capital. 

The remaining 25 per cent or JD 1,250,000. 
equity was grabbed by some 24,000 investors who 
subscribed in the publically-floated shares.- 
according to Mr. Marie. 

He outlined to the Jordan Tunes the following 
ambitions ITCC would be striving for in its plans:' 

1) Acquire at least 20 per cent of the local 
market. 

The percentage translates into about 600 mil- 
lion cigarettes a year when taking into account 
that JTCC local sales last year amounted to 2.97 
billion cigarettes. 

2) Acquire another 20 per cent of cigarette sales 
in Jordan as ITCC estimates legal foreign 
cigarette sales average 10 per cent and smuggling 
has also reached the 10 per cent level. 

As such,. ITCC calculates that Jordanians con- 
sume a grand total of four billion cigarettes each 
year representing the local sales of ITCC, the 
legal foreign cigarette sales 'and the smuggled 
volume. 

3) Produce 1.6 billion cigarettes a year (or 3.6 
billion based on running two shifts) by operating 
three production lines on fall capacity. 

4) Achieve a profit in the first year of operation 
and be able to distribute dividends to sharehol- 
ders in the second year. 

5) Create some ISO employment opportunities. 

6) Strive to export the maximum ampunt of 
high quality cigarettes. 

The ITCC chief said new and latest technology 
equipment costing some JD 3.75 million would be 
imported shortly and that the rest of the JD 5 
million capital of the company would be used to 
pay for a 15 dunum factory area and the necessary 
buildings on it. 


Russia doubles oil prices 


MOSCOW (R) — Russia dou- 
bled oil prices on Friday in a ttid 
to revitalise -the country's vital 
but crisis-ridden energy, sector 
and said it would give extra help 
to vulnerable sectors of the 
population. 

President Boris Yeltsin Thurs- 
day signed a decree increasing the 
price of crude oil from 1,800 
roubles ($9) a tonne to 4,000 
roubles ($20), about the same 
price as a barrel of oil m the 
West. A tonne is just over seven 
barrels. 

The decree came into force 
Friday. 

Deputy Fuel and Energy 
Minister Vladimir Kolesnikov 
told ITAR-TASS news agency 
that bis specialists forecast pro- 
ducers would raise their prices to 
around 5,200 roubles ($25) a ton- 
ne. 

Mr. Yeltsin's decree said pro- 
ducers charging more than the 
new eating price would face parti- 
tive taxes. Interfax News Agency 
said profits of oil producing en- 
terprises would be limited to be- 
tween 10 and 20 per cent of 
production costs. 

“It’s hard to say exactly bow 
this will work because we are 
waiting for a (government) re- 
solution dete rmini ng exactly how 
this will be put into action,” said 
Alexander Degteryov, informa- 
tion chief at the foci and energy 


ministry. 

Mr. Degteryov, speaking by 
telephone from his office, said he 
expected the resolution to - be 
finalised : hfcxt week. aviV 

The government issued an offi- 
cial commentary late Thursday 
night saying the decree was aimed 
at increasing the effectiveness of 
the oil-producing industry. 

Russian oil production of 460 
million tonnes in 1991 is expected 
to drop to 395 million tonnes in 
1992. A decade ago, it topped 600 
million tonnes. 

Acting Prime Minister Yegor 
Gaidar last week said production, 
crippled by chronic under- 
investment, would fall a further 
50 million tonnes in 1993. 

A goverfftnent economic advi- 
sor Thursday said the oil price 
rises could push up general prices 
by 20 to 25 per cent. 

The government said the rises 
would be gradual to soften the 
Mow on a population already 
struggling to survive massive in- 
flation since prices were freed in 
January as pan of the govern- 
ment's radical economic reform 
plan. 

Mr. Yeltsin’s decree was 
accompanied by instructions for 
tiie government to grant subsidies 
for household beating, transport 


and essential agricultural produc- 
tion. The government commen- 
tary said help would be given to 
fanners. 

“In order to hold down price 
rises for food, the Russian gov- 
ernment has been told to increase 
subsidies for agriculture so as to 
partially compensate for the 
growth of the cost of diesel fuel," 
it said. 

Mr. Degteryov said ministers 
had proposed setting aside 4ti 
billion ronbles ($195 million) 
worth of credits to help hard- 
pressed sections of the popula- 
tion. * 

Rail, sea and river transport 
fares are to be increased by 50 per 
cent, but air fares within Russia 
will remain stable. I 

An official at the aviation 
ministry said fares for flights to 
the independent Baltic states of 
Estonia and Lithuania would trig 
pie. j 

The price of coal will rise by 
around 30 per cent but the cosun 
gas and electricity will be virtually 
unchanged. 

Russia, which used to be "the - 
world’s biggest oil producer until 
the slump in production levels hit 
crisis point, plans to bring energy 
prices into line with world levels 
by late 1993.

"They are going into the bi- 
lateral discussions this morning 
with more determination than 
optimism," spokesman Fred Eck- 
hard told reporters. 

Diplomats in Geneva said they 
understood Bosnia’s Muslim 
Foreign Minister Haris Siiajdzic 
was refusing to sit down with Serb 
chieftain Radovan Karadzic at a 
time when Serb gunners are 
pounding Sarajevo and other 
Bosnian cities. 

“They are saying they will not 
go into the same room with a war 
criminal," one informed diplomat 
said. 

Earlier, officials had indicated 
they were expecting the Bosnian 
leaders to told direct negotia- 
tions. 

Mr. Eckhard said that after the 
three mediators held separate 
preliminary talks Thursday even- 
ing with the Serb and Muslim 
leaders, “the impression that 
(they) bad was that it will- not be 
easy to bring these parties 
together round the same table...

'Russian aid conference to go ahead’ 

TOKYO (R) — Japan will go ahead with plans to tost an 
international conference on aid to countries of the former Soviet 
Union, Prime Minister Kiichi Miyazawa said Friday. Foreign 
Minister Michio Watanabe said last weekend that Japan might 
scrap plans to host die October conference following Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin's abrupt cancellation of a visit to Tokyo. 
“We want to host an international conference on humanitarian 
and technological aid to the former Soviet Union ..." Mr. 
Miyazawa told a meeting of Kyodo News Agency's member 
newspapers. Mr. Yeltzin told reporters in Rnssfe that Japanwas 
too uncompromising in its demands for the return of four Mailds 
seized by Soviet troops at the end of World War H. Japanrefuses 
to sign a World War u peace treaty or extend major economic aid 
to Russia until the dispute is resolved. Mr. Miyazawa indicated 
this stance was unchanged. “I think Japan’s policy of condndbig a 
peace treaty with Russia while solving the territorial dispute is still 
the country’s top issue,” he said. A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said Friday that efforts were under way to improve ties with 
Russia. 

Kohl arrives for talks in Italy 

FLORENCE, Italy (AP) — German Chancellor Helmut Kohl, 
arrived in Italy for talks with Prime Minister GraHano Amato, 
expressed support for Mr. Amato’s austerity plan to control 
Italy’s gjant budget deficit, a news report said. -The leaders also 
discussed chaotic European currency markets, which earlier in the 
day prompted Italy to withdraw the lira from European Commun- 
ity exchange-rate treaties, the Italian News Agency (ANSA) said. 
Mr. Kohl expressed German “solidarity” with the measures, 
ANSA said. The leaders were meeting three days before a French 
referendum on the Maastricht Treaty on European unity. 

Indian police arrest 1,500 Tamils 

MADRAS, India (R) — Police in southern India Friday arrested 
about 1,500 Tamils who had called for the right to seif- 
determination and supported a banned Sri l-antam rebel group, 
officials said. At least 1,500 people were arrested in the state of 
Tamil Nadu on charges of sedition, said state police official 
Walter I. Dawaram. Sedition carries a man'mi rm sentence of life 
imprisonment under Indian law. Mr. Dawaram said many were 
arrested at tome after an early-morning swoop. Others were held 
when they protested at the earlier detentions, which came a week 
after a three-day Tamil conference ended with a call for 
setf-deteraiination. “The right of sdtf-dcrtennmation has to be 
constitutionally provided,” said the final resolution adopted by 
the conference. Th e reso lution also backed the Liberation Tigers 
of Tamil Edam (LTTE), The main group fighting for a' Tamil 
homeland across the Pal St rait m northern and eastern Sri Lanka. 
India outlawed the LTTE earlier this year after its leaders were 
accused of plotting the assassination of Rajiv Gandhi. The 
guerrilla group denied responsibility. The former prime minister 
was blown up by a Tamil woman suicide bomber at an election 
rally in Tamil Nadu in May 1991. 

German neo-Nazis attack hostel 

BERLIN (R) — Neo-Nazi youths attacked a hostel for foreign 
asylum seekers in eastern Germany for the f ourth night running, 
.German police said Friday. Up to 40 youths, shouting racist 
taunts, hurled stones and -petrol bombs at the hostel in the Baltic 
port city of Wismar Thursday night. Riot police detained seven 
people. The attack on the hostel, part of a wave of xenophobic 
violence that erupted four weeks ago in the dty of Rostock, 
started Monday after a Romanian stabbed a German at a fan:. 
German prosecutors, meanwhile, said they, were pursuing more 
than 300' investigations into the Rostock riot, when racist youths 
burned down a foreign asylum hostel. Wolfgang Neumann, 
Rostock’s chief prosecutor, told Rotters that 12 neo-Nazis aged 
between 16- and 34 had already been sentenced to ja3 terms of up 
to eight months for breaching the peace as well as arson. Another 
16 were accused of similar cranes while one rightist would soon be 
charged with attempted murder. More than 20 youths were still 
being held for investigations.

It also has done little to win 
over foe socially moderate' yet 
economically conservative Re- 
publicans and independents who 
tended to vote heavily Republi- 
can, the centre reported. 

One key reason: Bush has suc- 
ceeded in convincing voters that 
he has* more traditional family 
values than Democrat Bill din- 
ton, but tbe voters do not identify 
with his stand, the centre con- 
cluded.

The poll of 1,175 registered 
voters conducted between Thurs- 
day and Sunday found Mr. Clin- 
ton leading Mr. Bush by a com- 
fortable 15-point margin, in line 
with other polls, which have 
Shown Mr. Clinton with a lead of 
roughly nine to 15 points.

Mr v 
Rosetti said the Baths — where 
tenors Jose Carreras, Pladdo 
Domingo and Luciano Pavarotti 
sang at a concert marking tbe end 
of the 1990 soccer World Cup — 
would no longer host operas and 
concerts because musical vibra- 
tions. stage lighting, and heavy 
electrical cables were destroying 
the structure. Culture Minister 
Alberto Ronchey has revoked the 
Rome Opera House's 52-year-old 
licence to stage concerts and 
operas at the Baths. This season’s 
concerts, which run until the end 
of September, mil not be cancel- 
led, Mr. Rossetti said. He did not 
know whether the Baths would 
remain open to tourists. “We are 
all concerned about preserving 
(the Baths), but the money that 
will be lost from ticket sales is 
going to be an economic blow to 
the city,” said Luciano Pietranto- 
nio, a member of Rome’s City 
Council. The brick Baths were 
finished in 217 A.D. under the 
Emperor Caracalla and were con- 
sidered to be tiie finest in ancient 
Rome, with sophisticated beating 
and hydraulic systems. They 
could accommodate up to 1,600 
bathers at a time.
